Ariest of the Men whe Attempted to Assunasl-
nnte Revenne Detective Brooks—How they
were Unged,

The N. Y, TTnes of this morning prints the follow-
ing:—

The men who attempted the assassination of
James J. Brooks, the United States revenae oo,
in Philadelphia, on the Gt of September last, anl
who were alleged to huve been hired for that par-
pose by a “whisky ring,” to whicn Brooks had made
Rimsell obpnoxions, have jnst been arrested io tols
city under somewhat pecaliur elrdumstanoes.

Friday lust Detective Scott was lnformed that four
men had been for some time &t the Ocean House,
Coney 1sland, acting in a susplelous munner, wad L
took this information o Inspector Walllng, at the
Central Police OMce, who seut o person down Lo gl
& desoription of the guspected men.  When this was
compared with that of the Brooks assailunts, which
had been recelved by Superintendent Kennudy by
the proclamggion of Mayor Fox, it was seen that they
were probably the persons wauted in that afuir, 1.
spector Walllng therefors put & wateh npon them,
and it was intended to nrrest them Saturday on Coney
1sland, but early in the morning they began lvaving
for this city, and bofore night were ull safely lodeed
in & house in the lower partof the Fifteenth ward,
which was discoyered by the oMeers following the
last one. The house Was not entered, bocause |t
was desired to take them all ab once, anidn watel
was therefore maloptained outside until sbont o
o'clock Sonday night, when, during the great storm,
they all came out for a stroll, and were followed
untll they reached the corner of Bleecker aud Mer-
cer streets, where they were selzed by Inspector
Walling, and OMeers  Scott, Wilkinson, aod
Murray, of the Twenty-sixth precinol, and
hurricd to o station-house, where they pgave thelr
name a8 Bdward MoLanghiing, Hugn Mara,
James Dougherty, and Peter  Donohue, allus
Bottles, As s sptind” o throw o' Inqulry, and pre-
vent 4 reésciue by habedd corpus, It was glven out
thut they had been taked for the bank burglary ut
Norwioh, and were hurricd away to colls 1 diTerent
statlon-h uses, It owing to personal dexciiption
and to o word he ler fall, MoLaughlin was taken to
the Central Pollce OMue, where in a littie time he
consented o go to |'i'l|.|.:l*1-'l:l'|t.'l without walting for
Jegal rendition, and béacgordingly left on the mbd-
night train in charge of Detective Beott. As we
have been informed, he thete on Monday was fully
filentified by Mr. Brooks, aud nnully confessel him-
self a8 the man who drove the kK which con-
veyed the assnasin to and from the scens of the at-
templed murder at e coraer of Front and Arch
sirecta,

The Philpdelphia aathorities were informed of the
Arrests at once, wnd bostirred themsolves with snon
vigor that durlng Monday a requisition for the oul-
prits was obtained upon wn lndietment, and this
decument would have reached here enrly yostarday
morning, butfor the freghet,  Being delayed, Super-
intendent Kennedy and Inspoctor Walllug wore Eopt
conslderably excitad by the fear that the prisoners
would bé snatched away by habeas corpus, The
fact of the arrest dld leak out, In some way, and the
writ was issued yosterday in thelr behalf; but
owing to the singular skill of Buperintendent Ken-
nedy, service was not wmade vpon him, the per-
son mvltn{‘ it did not think to serve it npon
Inspector Walling, which woull have answered
the same purpose, and &0 It eame to nanght. Mean-
time & Phlladelphis oflcer arrived who nad seen both
indietment and requisition, and lospector Walllng
determined at a late hour last night to take the pri-
goners before Justloe Ledwith, of the Jetforson
Market FPolice Court, nud lave the Philadelphin
oMeers make A complaint  againgt  them,
opon which & commitgient could he jssned
that would serve o Aank the writ  of
haheas corptia nntil the warrant for their rendition
oould be glgned by tGovernor llulllulmu. This move
being succesaful, the Frh;uuura will Teave this morn-
ing for Philadelphin to be tried for thelr offense.
